In his report on the trade of Hankow for the 
past year Mr, Consul Fraser writess— 

The sharp ‘fallin the price «f silver during 
tgo2 would seem to have bad its natural effect 
in stimulating the export of native praduce 
from Hankow while contracting ina slightly 
less degree the iapartatian of foreign goods. 
‘The trade -of Western China passing through 
ths port remained alinvo.t stationary in terms of 
silver; but of course shows’a heayy falling-off 
when reduced to sterling. 

it will be noticed, as compared with 1 99, 
that the yross value of the trade has incre ised 
by 11,500,000 taels, the net by more than 
500,000 taels ; yet the sterling values are less 
by wbout 6co,020/, and s500,0.0/. respectively. 
Twenty years ayn the net gold value of the 
trade was 9 575,28 4, tee gross 11,223,549/. 
The improvement is therefore in the traffic 
with the west which passes through Hankow. 

Against the net ex ess of exports over imports 
may be seta balance of 4,859.18 taels in the 
reported movement of treasure. This leaves 
an apparent balance of 3)78°,233 taels in favour 

of, Hankow ; but this may be accounted for by 
trade throuvh the native customs, of which no 
record is obtaineble, |

Consuls do not suffer from any la _k of exhort- 
ation to assist their nationals actively, especial- 
ly by pressing their advice and aid upon mer- 
chants, Merchants on the other hand are 
usually, and very naturally, loth to consult 
with still less to accept guidance from amateurs 
whose reports arepubtishedconceming business 
in which .they have presumably acquired by 
experience, special knowledge not to be divul- 
ged to their rivals: In this difficult position 
the most discreet course seems to be willing 
support to the extent of one's ability of those 
who sppeal for Consular assistance. Apart 
from resident merchants, who are often glad to 
have the Consul’s opinion as to the effect of 
treaty provisions, and the’ passtbility of induc- 
ing local authorities to adopt the interpreta- 
tion thereof most favourable to ‘trade, mer- 
chants in other parts of the world frequently 
seek to learn what openings exist fur their 
special wares, In the absence of trade museums’ 
and Chinese Chambers of Commerce, such 
-tette-s—can—only_be_handed_to the local firms. 
when the inquiry relates to articles more suited 
to Chinese use than gramophones, cream 
separators and grand pianos. Price lists and 
trade journals, even were they written In, fault- 
less Chinese, could not profitably be distri- 
“puted, and Chinese dealers would not visit a 
Consulate reading room, But at all the larger 
ports native newspapers are to be found, and 
supply a cheap and fairly effectual means of 
advertisement, provided that the possible cus- 
tomer finds therein the addyess of some agent 
close to his place of business, Such gdvertise- 
ment might be inserted through the aid of the 
International Chamber of Commerce at the 
larger ports; but this work would more natur’, 
ally form part of the duty of the Ciineses 
speaking commercial travellers, who, now that 
China is better known and attracts more 
general attention, appear to me, speaking with: 
@)l the diffidence of one who is not a-trade 
expert, the inevitable and most suitable means 
of extending foreign trade. Travelling in 
China away from a railway line will always be 
slow and uncomfortable; but it is now seldom 
attended with worse annoyance than the in- 
quisitiveness of the natives—a draw-back that 
‘might itself prove useful to a pioneer of trade.

Exchanges {rom the States bring particulars 
of the recent massacre at Servia, According 
to a London cable, a number of officers arrived 
at Belgrade f om interior pasts on the night of 
the, tragedy and supped together at the 
Serbische Krone’ Restaurant, where the final 
details were atranged . At midsnight. they 
proceeded from the restaurant to the Palace, 
and forced the door leading to, the’ Royal 
apartments with dynamite, When the officers 
entered they could not find anybody, the King 
ard Queen, alarmed by the noise of, their 
Approach, having concealed themselves. For 
two whole hours the officers huoted through 
Lovery nook and comercf “he Royal apartments, 
without success, ‘Vhen they four d the King's 
Adjutant, Lazar Petrovice, ard compelled him 
to lead theny to the King’s hiding-place. ‘He 
took them tothe bath-r om and pointed to R 
secre dour in the wall, opening nyan a staié- 
case leading to the roof, Bebind this door * 

‘CROUCHED THE KING A‘ D QUEEN. 
When the ‘conapirators were assied of thelr 
pray they promptly shot and killed the 
Adjutant, f id 

Meanwhile the King fell upon his knees 
and beg;ed for his life, offering to yield to 
¢-ery demand, to sign any document, to agree 
to leave the country or to send Queen Draga 
away, uoyising, everything, if only they would 
not kill him, The officers answered roughly, 
‘CIt is too 1 te,"and fired at him, The Queen 
Alsafecon_ bes ‘knees and asked { 5 cardop 
her a.degrading epith.t, told her that she had 
been Queen tong, enough. One of the con; 
spita o-s, after submitting the Queen to gross 
indignities, slashed her with his sword, and the 
other officers fired at her 
also slashed with sabres. The conspirators 
then drageed the King and Queen into the 
front apartment, and threw them over the 
balcony upon the lawn in front of the Palace, 
which js separated from the street by a big 
open iron fence, The King and Queen lived 
between one and two hours afterwards. 

Meanwhile two of the officers summoned 
the Queea’s two brothers from their home to 
the house of the Commander of the Belgrade 
Division, where they were offered a glass of 
water and told ' ‘ . 

TO RID EACH Oefizr FAREWELL. 

fo the very moment they. embraced the 
officers shot and killtd them. 

Qne hyndyed soldiers, commanded by two 
officers, at the same time surrounded the house 
of Minister of War Pavlovich, and summoned 
him to'open the door, The Minister looxed 
from a window and the soldiers fired at him, 
wounding him, ‘The Russian Military Attaché, 
who lived in the said house, hearing the noise 
roused and «ressed himself in his Russian 
uniform and-attempted to remove the Minister 
to h’s apartment. The officers ordered, him 
away, and he, seeing the hopel ssnegs, of the 
situation, desisted The, soldiers then entered 
the house and hot the Minister, whore body 
-was_teft_on_th_floor, and_was.not discovered 
until io o'clock in the mornicg.
